Members of the village board sat

This might be considered alarming 
in view of the $64,348 last year, but 
the difference is explained in the 
535,000 appropriation for the sewage 
disposal system, $25,000 for construc- 
tion of n new fire department build- 
ing and $8,000 for -new fire equip- 
ment. 

There is an $11,000 increase, how- 
ever, in general expenses which is 
accounted for in increased salaries 
and cost of materials. 

While the whole budget is sub- 
ject to scrutiny by the village at- 
torney nnd review before it become 
an ordinance, certain changes over 
last year are evident. 

Increase of the clerk's salary from 
$000 to SI, 200 because of increased 
responsibilities is one item, and an 
increase in the salary of the police 
between $100 and $200 appears to 
be another.

After 43 years of service in the 
ministry Mr. Henslee has reached 
thc age of 72 when laws of his 
church make retirement necessary. 
He has not made his plans for the

A native of Kansas, the Rev. Mr. 
Henslee entered the ministry in the 
Kansas Northwest conference. He 
was ordained s a deacon by Bishop 
Wilson at Norton, Kan. In 1904, and 
ordained an elder by Bishop Mc- 
Dowell at Plalnvillc, Kan., in 1'tflG. 

His education was started lave in 
life. At the age of 32 he entered an 
academy, comparable to a high 
school, and from there went to Kan- 
sas Weslcyan university where he 
was graduated. His advanced min- 
isterial training was at Garrett Bib- 
lical institute, Evanston. 

Knew Many Hardships 

As a ministerial student support- 
ing a family Mr. Henslee knew real 
hardships. With an income of $24 
he was able to pay $12 a month 
rent for three rooms and buy food. 
His money was earned mowing lawns 
and similar work outside of classes. 
His son in (he lower grades walked 
to school with him. 

Starting his ministry in Kansas, 
Mr. Henslee transferred to thc 
Northwest Indiana conference in 
1317, serving at Francisvillc, Mcdary- 
villc and Hammond. From Hammond 
he transferred to the Rock River 
conference in Illinois in 1023. 

In this conference he served the 
Douglas Park, Chicago, church two 
years; Franklin Park, III., church 
four years; and Clearing church, Chi- 
cago, seven years before his appoint- 
ment to Antioch in 1937,

To Race in Speedboat 
Regatta at Kenosha, Wis. 

More than 120 outboard drivers 
will churn thc waters of Lake Michi- 
gan on Sunday afternoon, June 29, 
in the third annual Speedboat Re- 
gatta sponsored by the Kenosha Jun- 
ior Chamber of Commerce. The field 
will be fighting it out for the -Wis- 
consin State Championship in Keno- 
sha. 

Seven classes of boats will race 
for gold and points in this event 
sanctioned by the American Power 
Boat association. The gold will be 
thc $1,250 in priie money to be 
split among thc winners and points 
will go toward determining Ameri- 
ca's outboard driving champion. 

On hand to defend their laurels 
will be such noted drivers as Bud 
Finkl, of Evanston, Illinois, present 
national champion; Paul Wearly, of 
Muncic, Indiana and Ted Benda, Vil- 
la Park, Illinois, winners of the re- 
cent Chicago Tribune regatta. 

All races will be run over a quar- 
ter mile course which means plenty 
of spills and thrills as thc boats at- 
tempt to negotiate the tricky turns 
at speeds up to 70 miles an hour. 

Outboard divisions are based on 
horsepower of the boats.

said, this utility system will spend the gigantic sum of 
5300.000,000 to build new power plants and to increase 
the capacity of others, to expand its transmission and 
distribution facilities, and to add to its gas capacity. 
This program, the company believes, is more than ade- 
quate to meet all demand — but if it is not, the com- 
pany is prepared to appropriate still more money for 
expansion. 

Those who believe that only the government is 
capable of constructing new electric power facilities 
sufficient to handle our needs should ponder a while 
over this. They should, furthermore, consider the great 
differences between private power development and 
socialized power development. The second robs state 
and local governments of great tax resources— even 
as it robs the nation of the fruits of individual initia- 
tive. It places a heavy, direct, and unnecessary burden 
on every taxpayer. The first, by contract, creates great 
new taxable assets as it grows, and bears a large part 
of the cost of all government. The PG&E, for example, 
pays over 50 per cent of all the county taxes in some 
California counties— and pays 25 to 50 per cent in a 
number of others. Its total tax bill last year— federal, 
state and local— was more than S38,000,000. And that 
hill will grow as its expansion program moves ahead. 

Utilities in every section of this country will 
meet the present and future needs of their areas, pre- 
cisely as this California company is doing— if they are 
freed of the specter of destructive, subsidized, tax-free 
government competition. It can be said categorically 
that there is no need whatsoever for more government 
power. Power from existing government plants can be 
distributed, at minimum cost to the consumer, by the 
private companies. Socialism is an expensive and use- 
less luxury— even as it is the most dangerous of pre- 
cedents for undermining our free form of government.

There is no difference between 
a payroll lax and any other tax. This can't be insurance 
if a man has no option except to pay for it." 

The very essence of insurance is that It is volun- 
tary. No one makes you buy it. The choice of policy, 
company, and type of coverage is purely up to you. 
Government domination of medicine would obviously 
destroy all freedom of choice. You'd pay, as you now 
pay for social security, whether you want it or not. 
You'd take, in return, whatever the government wanted 
to give you. 

Worst of all would be the effect on the medical 
profession. The doctor's livelihood and future would de- 
pend upon his pleasing the political administrators of 
the program. They would make all the Important de- 
cisions. The cost of administration would be ever-In- 
creasing. The ultimate result would be poorer and more 
costly medical care. 

Voluntary prepaid medicine is solving the prob- 
lem for employed people. Federal aid, to be adminis- 
tered through the states, can solve the problem for the 
indigent. We need less, not more, government dom- 
ination of our lives.

NEW YORK. — The ramshackle 
Fifth o venue mansion which . has 
shielded Now York's fabulous Colt- 
■yer brothers from the prying 
outside world for 40 years was re- 
vealed as the tomb of the 75-ycar* 
old Homer, as well os his brother, 
Langley, 

Blind, crippled* Homer Collycr, 
once an admiralty lawyer and hold- 
er of A.M. and LL.D. degrees from 
Columbia university, was found sit- 
ting on his haunches In a second- 
floor bedroom of the eerie,' debris- 
packed home. 

A physician said he might have 
been dead a week. He wore a crum- 
bling gray bathrobe. 
'Police broke into the cob-webbed 
home after receiving a tip that 
"there's a dead man in 2078 Fifth 
avenue." 

They speculated that the call 
might have come from Langley, the 
only one of the brothers to have 
been seen in the outside world for 
many years. He holds Columbia 
university degrees in chemistry and 
mechanical engineering. 

A neighbor sold she had seen 
Langley sitting on the stoop of the 
house, 

Litter of Decades. 
The first search through the 
brownstone mansion, crammed with 
the litter of decades, left police ex- 
hausted and gasping. 

The searchers, occasionally com- 
ing outside for fresh air, later found 
the body of Langley, caught in one of 
the many booby traps found every- 
where among the piles of refuse. 

The recluses had been reported to 
be extremely wealthy, through' prop- 
erty holdings which were purported 
to have included stretches of New 
York's waterfront. 

By legend, their mansion was 
stocked with antiques and items of 
artistic worth. 

But the first articles uncovered by 
police and thrown out the long-shut- 
tered windows did not bear out the 
stories. 

Countless boles of ancient news- 
papers, an old automobile sent, a 
battered radio cabinet, cartons of 
junk, n dilapidated baby carriage 
frame— these were the sort of things 
tossed out. 

Find Booby Traps. 
Police reported that the crude sys- 
tem of booby traps hampered their 
inspection of the three-story man- 
sion. 

Wires were rigged in such a way 
that boxes and bales tumbled down 
when a foot caught in one of the 
strands. 

They said the house was without 
heat, electricity, gas or running wa- 
ter. On the first two floors there 
was not a trace of furniture on which 
anyone could lie or sit down. 

Crates blocked nil the staircases, 
police said, and the rooms were so 
full of cartons that only tiny pas- 
sageways permitted access to them. 
Both brothers were small, neat 
men, with drooping mustaches. 
Langley made one of his last known 
excursions into the outside world last 
July, when he appeared in court 
against a man accused of burglariz- 
ing a home owned by the Collyers. 

At that time, Langley said .his 
brother had been crippled since 1930 
and blind since 1940. He said he 
was four years younger than Homer 
and was determined to outlive him 
so that he could care for him until 
his death.

CHICAGO.— With plenty of coach 
space available for today's traveler 
railroads are preparing for the 
greatest summer travel in history. 

Coach travel has decreased more 
than 23 per cent from a year ago, 
according to officials of the major 
carriers. 

Pullman reservations were rolled 
"tight," No excess space Is avail- 
able, 

, While figures haven't been com- 
piled on the number of passengers 
going South last winter, traffic men 
said the total easily equaled the 
boom figures of last season. 

The same held true for persons 
traveling to the west coast for the 
winter. 

Coach accommodations arc freer 
now than at any time since 1040. 
This Is true generally even where 
such space is reserved. 

Exceptions to this include North 
Western's streamliners to San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. Reservations 
on these trains arc sold out about 45 
days ahead of the departure date. 

Pullman space on crack trains 
still is in such demand that reser- 
vations are necessary 10 days to two 
weeks In advance. 

Tho time margin for accommoda- 
tions on slower trains runs a week 
or loss, although even this space is 
not easy to get. 

Spokesmen for seven lines said 
advance inquiries point to a record 
summer for the railroads. 

All travelers will be accommodat- 
ed, they said, since a steady flow of 
new cars and engines places the 
carriers in a better position to meet 
the demand.

Detectives Thomas Edwards and 
Al Candyba were called to the 
Richter flat by Isadore Parlch, the 
second floor tenant, who said Richt- 
er's sister had crawled upstairs to 
his door to implore him to call help 
for her brother. 

•All We Have.' 
After the brother had been re- 
moved Amelia sold to Edwards 
"come with mo." She led him to a 
trunk In Richter's room. ."This is 
all we have," murmured the aged 
woman. With feeble hands she 
opened the trunk and in it was 
found $3,000 in currency, stocks and 
bonds. 

Later, from her bed in the hospi- 
tal where she is undergoing treat- 
ment for malnutrition, Amelia told 
all she knew about her brother's 
hoard. 

Amelia said that her brother 
some years ago sold two farms, one 
for $20,000 and one for $17,000, and 
that she understood he made some 
money in the stock market, but she 
didn't know how much.

Amelia said that her father, Au- 
gust, died at the age of 36 on a farm 
in Livingston county west of Pon- 
tiac, and that her mother, Annie, 
died at the age of 37 on a farm In 
the same county near Long Point?

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Hungry Crows Raid 
Sh eep in England 

Scarcity of Usual Food Supply 
Maksi Birds Ravinous. 



LONDON,— Crows, magpies and 
starlings, the "personality kids" 
among reprobate birds, are usually 
not considered dangerous. 

As a relatively obscure by-prod- 
uct of frozen Britain's recent in- 
dustrlal crisis, however, these birds 
began to attack sheep in large num- 
bers and killed qujte a few of them 
last winter. 

When snow blankets the ground 
■nd ice covers open water, birds 
either change their eating habits or 
starve. Then even the meek be- 
come ferocious. Thus 12 swans 
boarded a lightship in a ravenous 
search for food after 14 days of fast- 
ing, and forced crew, and master 
below decks until they were fed 
table scraps. 

The crow, citizen of the world, is 
found on every continent, and usu- 
ally is regarded as a pest, but not 
a dangerous one. A British semi- 
official mission has studied the crow 
for the past two years to find out 
whether, in impartial judgment, his 
good and bad habits balance. 

Recent reports from the village 
of Louth, Lincolnshire, where snow 
wns blown into 18-foot drifts, were 
all bad, as regards the crow. 

Lincolnshire is the home of the 
famous black • faced, white • legged 
Lincolnshire breed of sheep, liked the 
world over for its hardihood and 
wool production. 

During the hard winter, strong- 
beaked crows, magpies and star- 
lings, violent from hunger, attacked 
flocks of sheep. They fluttered down 
on the woolly backs of the animals 
and dug through the hide into the 
warm fat underneath. 

Many sheep not killed outright 
were so wounded they had to be de- 
stroyed. 

But the gravest danger was not 
Immediate loss of sheep, which was 
small compared to the 25 million 
head grazing over the Island. It was 
the danger that these birds might 
develop a permanent liking for live 
mutton. It is not so nebulous a fear 
as it might appear on the surface. 
It has happened before— in New 
Zealand, for instance.

Unfortunately, that seems to have 
happened with respect to vaccination 
against brucellosis of cattle. When 
veterinarians began to obtain good 
results with vaccinating calves 
against this disease, soma cattle own- 
era heard about It and decided to go 
la and vaccinate everything on the 



place — regardless of whether vaccina 
tlon was indicated or not. Naturally 
some rca'tlLs were just the opposite 
of what was hoped for. 

But, even worse, some owners uum 
Jumped to the conclusion that if bru* 
ccllosls vaccination would work In the 
case of calves, It would work, too, 
for adult cattle. The results in some 
of these cusps have been even more 
serious, It is time that the facts were 
stated clearly — that vaccination 
against brucellosis (cither of «ialvc& 
or adult animals) should never be 
done without first having a thorough 
herd checkup, a study of the In- 
dividual problem, and a weighing of 
the pros and cons as applied to the 
Individual, local condition. 

The place where vaccination has 
been of greatest value, thus far, la in 
tho so-called "problem" herds, where 
It has been Impossible to eliminate 
brucellosis by the test-and-aiaughter 
method. In such cases, adult vaccina- 
tion may sometimes be us ed ijp ng 
with calfhood vaccination tc libften" 
the losses caused by the disease. Vac- 
cination has also been helpful, some- 
times, when an abortion "storm" oc- 
curs. On the negative side is the fact 
that adult vaccination makes cattle 
positive to the blood test for brucel- 
losis. If one la selling raw milk, such 
milk may be barred from city sale. 
The beat answer to brucellosis seems 
to depend on Individual circumstance* 
and the findings, ot Uss local veterin- 
arian.

For Unittd Statas in 1946 

WASHINGTON. - Major crime 
reached a new high in 1946 with a 
felony being committed every 18.7 
seconds, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover reported. 

There was an all-time total of 
1,685,203 cases, nn increase of 7.6 
per cent over 1945. 

Hoover said that "during the av- 
erage day 36 persons were slain, 33 
raped and 185 others feloniously as- 
saulted. Every day also brought re- 
ports of 172 robberies, 981 burglaries, 
630 automobile thefts and 2,580 mis- 
cellaneous larcenies." 

There was an increase of 23.3 per 
cent in murder and non-negligent 
manslaughter, 15.7 per cent in rob- 
bery, 5 per cent in rape and 12.9 per 
cent in aggravated assault. Larcen- 
ies were up 8.8 per cent and bur- 
glaries 11.3 tier cent. 

Automobile thefts dropped 4.8 per 
cent.

Hungry Grows Raid 
Sh eep in England 

Scarcity of Utual Food Supply 
Maku Birds Ravenous, 



LONDON.— Crows, magpies and 
starlings, the "personality kids" 
among reprobate birds, are usually 
not considered dangerous. 

As a relatively obscure by-prod- 
uct of frozen Britain's recent In- 
dustrlal crisis, however, these birds 
began to attack sheep in large num- 
bers and killed quite a few of them 
last winter. 

When snow blankets the ground 
and ice covers open water, birds 
either change their eating habits or 
starve. Then even the meek be- 
come ferocious. Thus 12 swans 
boarded a lightship In a ravenous 
search for food after 14 days of fast- 
ing, and forced crew- and master 
below decks until they were fed 
table scraps. 

The crow, citizen of the world, is 
found on every continent, and usu- 
ally is regarded as a pest, but not 
a dangerous one. A British semi- 
official mission has. studied the crow 
for the past two years to find out 
whether, in impartial judgment, his 
good and bad habits balance. 

Recent reports from the village 
of Louth, Lincolnshire, where snow 
was blown into 18-foot drifts, were 
all bad, as regards the crow. 

Lincolnshire is the home of the 
famous black - faced, white • legged 
Lincolnshire breed of sheep, liked the 
world over for its hardihood and 
wool production. 

During the hard winter, strong- 
beaked crows, magpies and star- 
lings, violent from hunger, attacked 
flocks of sheep. They fluttered down 
on the woolly backs of the animals 
and dug through the hide into the 
warm fat underneath. 

Many sheep not killed outright 
were so wounded they had to be de- 
stroyed. 

But the gravest danger was not 
Immediate loss of sheep, which was 
small compared to the 25 million 
head grazing over the Island. It was 
the danger that these birds might 
develop a permanent liking for live 
mutton. It is not so nebulous a fear 
os it might appear on the surface. 
It has happened before— in New 
Zealand, for instance.

Unfortunately, that seems to have 
happened with respect to vaccination 
against brucellosis of cattle. When 
veterinarians began to obtain good 
results with vaccinating calvca 
against this dliease, some cattle own- 
ers heard about It and decided to go 
La and vaccinate everything on the 



place— regardless of whether vaccina- 
tion was Indicated or not. Nutu rally 
some rcs'llts wcro just the opposite 
of what was hoped for. 

But, even worse, some owners mau 
jumped to the conclusion that if bru- 
cellosis vaccination would work In the 
case of calvca, it would work, too, 
for adult cattle, Tho results in name 
of these cases have been even more 
serious. It Is time that the facta were 
stated clearly — that vaccination 
against brucellosis {cither of salves 
or adult animals) should never be 
done without first having a thorough 
herd checkup, a study or the In- 
dividual problem, and a weighing of 
tho pros and cons as applied to the 
Individual, local condition. 

The place where vaccination has 
been of greatest value, thus far, la In 
tho so-called "problem" herds, where 
It has been Impossible to eliminate 
brucellosis by the test-ond-slaughter 
method. In such cases, adult vaccina- 
tion may sometimes be ua ad Bjjp ng 
with calfhood vaccination tr Issften" 
the losses caused by the disease. Vac- 
cination has also been helpful, some- 
times, when an abortion "storm" oc- 
curs. On the negative side Is the fact 
that adult vaccination makes cattle 
positive to the blood test for brucel- 
losis. If one Is selling raw milk, such 
milk may be barred from city sale. 
The best answer to brucellosis seeina 
to depend on Individual circumstances 
and the findings, of tils local veterin- 
arian. 
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Major Crimi Stt Now Roeord 
For United Statos in 1946 

WASHINGTON. - Major crime 
reached a new high in 1948 with a 
felony being committed every 18.7 
seconds, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover reported. 

There was an all-time total of 
1,685,203 cases, an increase of 7.6 
per cent over 1945. 

Hoover said that "during the av- 
erage day 30 persons were slain, 33 
raped and 185 others feloniously as- 
saulted. Every day also brought re- 
ports of 172 robberies, 981 burglaries, 
830 automobile thefts and 2,580 mis- 
cellaneous larcenies." 

There was an Increase of 23.3 per 
cent in murder and non-negligent 
manslaughter, 15.7 per cent in rob- 
bery, 5 per cent in rape and 12.9 per 
cent In aggravated assault. Larcen. 
ies were up 8.8 per cent and bur- 
glaries 11.3 tier cent.
